Learned Judge In Austin of 


Opinion That Road Gives 


Decatur Good Service 
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Where adequate service is provid 
ed the Texas Railroad Commission 
has no power to order an interstate 
train to stop at county seat towns, a 
jury in the fifty-third district court 
at Austin decided last week. 
The case was an injunction pro­ 
ceeding brought by the Fort Worth 
& Denver City Railroad against the 
commission. In June, 1920, the rail­ 
road put on a through fast train be­ 
tween Fort Worth and Denver. 
It 
planned only one stop between Fori 
Worth and Wichita Falls and that at 
Bowie, a junction point with the 
Rock Island. 
The citizens of Decatur petitioned 
the commissioner to require the train 
to stop there on July 20, 1920, an 
order to that effect was issued. The 
order was granted under the Texas 
statute requiring all trains to stop 
at county seat towns. 
The injunc­ 
tion action was then instituted by the 
railroad. 
In its findings the jury decided 
that Decatur was furnished’ adequate 
service by other trains and that the 
train in question was engaged whol­ 
ly in the interstate transportation of 
passengers. 
According to J. H. Bar­ 
wise, general attorney for the road, 
the only similar case is one in whicii 
the Santa Fe was required to stop at 
Meridian. 
The question was carried to the 
supreme court of the United States 
and filially decided against the car­ 
rier. 
In this instance, however, it 
was found that the service in ques­ 
tion was inadequate. 
A motion for a new trial has been 
filed in the Fort Worth & Denver 
case by the attorney general's de­ 
partment, 
which 
represented 
the 
commission.

Jacksboro, Texas, April 19.— The 
action of the D. McKinzy Knox No. 
I well, two miles east of Jacksboro, 
in Jack county, has aroused consider­ 
able interest and speculation during 
the past week.

week ago the tools were suddenly 
forced upward about forty feet. Thu 
casing followed immediately by a sec­ 
ond lift of about twenty feet, kink­ 
ing the cable.

encountered an obstruction at about 
125 from the bottom of the hole. 
A snuffer was rigged up, the boil­ 
er set back and drilling resumed. 
After going to within about twenty 
feet of the bottom a second upheaval 
sent the toils up 180 feet, filling the 
casing as before. 
After drilling al­ 
most to the bottom a third upheaval 
sent the tools upward some forty feet. 
'Fhe drillers are positive that there 
is no water on the outside of the 
five-inch casing and all the local oil 
operators are much puzzled about 
the matter.

The boards 
were fio be kept from the roofs for 
fear of their falling into the street, 
and the charge was made that they 
were a fire menace and a convenient 
ambush for robbers in residence dis­ 
tricts. 
Perhaps those practical phases af­ 
ford the most convenient point of at­ 
tack for the present, but from an 
‘esthetic point of view the signboard 
Is forever and everywhere an offense.

needs one ounce per day per 1,000 
pounds live weight with an additional 
d-10 of an ounce for each 20 pounds 
of milk produced. Salt may be sup­ 
plied by mixing the proper amount 
with the feed, or It may be placed in 
some convenient place where the cow 
can get at it daily and take such 
amounts us her appetite 
demands. 
Many dairymen prefer to place a lump 
of rock salt where the cow can lick 
it at will. This is really cheaper and 
there is less work. 
But, however you 
feed it, don’t forget that the cows 
must have it—not once every week 
or two. but at least each second day 
and each day is better.
